3, Many of the frightened citizens went to their nelgabarhacd people's comittes 
offices and obteined certifileates as refugecs, thea hid in ethor parts of the 
city to make officials believe they had fled, Ome resident who had acquaintances 
‘in the local State Security Burcau inquired there about the evacuation. The 
Bureau offices stated thet they knew nothing about the matter and told the ine 
quirer that claims that Chinese Commmists ov partisans would kill persons who 
did not leave the city were all reactionary propaganda, since neither Chinese 
nor partisans ever harmed honest. citizens, On 28 February, however, soldiers 
and people's committees officials visited each house for the third time, shouting 
that Seoul would scon become a sea of fire and that those who did not leave 
would have no time for regrets leter.

On 2 Iareh, arny and civilian representatives began a house-toehouse search, 
In some arcas of Chongno District, search parties included North Korean 
soldiers, officials of the neighborhood people's comittee, members of the 
Internal Affairs Office, and political workers; they might have eight persons.

Fron the middle of February, whe: retreating Chinese Communict troops could 
be scen pacsing through Seoul every night, North Kercean solad ers explained 
that the retreat vas a strategic meve aimed at encircling an¢. amnihilating 
United Nations forces, One North Korean soldier told a frierd that, ae- 
cording to his commanding officer, over a hundred thousand imorican and 
South Koreon prisoners of war had been taken and that both Tsegu and Pusan 
wore completely eneireled. Othor examples of propaganda reocated by North 
Korean soldicrs showed ‘hem to be ignorant of the rrogress of the var and 
to accept as jauth anything their commanders told taon and vetell it to the 
civilian popui.ation.
